A Bemtdy for Diphtheria. 


Sew York Herald, Dec. 14. 


At a meeting of the Brooklyn Board 


of Aldermen yesterday afternoon a com- 
mnnication on diphtheria and its cure 
was received from a lady at Williams- 
port, Pa. 
She said that she was the 


mother of six children, all of whom had 
been afflicted with the dreaded disease 
and were cured by the following reme- 
dy : '-Take a slice of fat bacon—side 
meat—the older the better; sew it on a 
sott piece of flannel; then saturate it 
with coal (petroleum) oil. 
Place it on 


the neck, having the meat reach from 
ear to ear. 
After pounding several raw 


onions into a poultice place enough of 
the same into the patient's stockings to 
cover tbe sole of the feet, and have the 
patient put the stockings on. The 
poultice must be warm in order cot to 
chill the patient. 
The throat should 


then be gargled with some tomato cat- 
sup, strong with red pepper, salt and 
vinegar; or pepper, salt and vinegar 
shaken well together will do. If the 
patient is too young to gargle wet the 
;hroat with a few drops. If vomiting 
occurs lime-water purchased at a drug 
store, with directions, should be given. 
Be sure to cause an irritation on the 
neck."

He nexl bought 
20,000 shares of Cleveland & Piltsburfe at 
70, and after the consolidation closed out 
at a net profit of $1,500,00. He was sup- 
posed to be worth $10,000,000 when he 
went into the Union Pacific, buying the 
stock at 20 in 1873, and holding on until 
it is worth 05. He bought Wabash at 6 
and holds it ut 80 for the preferred, and 
40 to 40 for the common. Kansas & 
Texas, which cost him 8, is now worth 48. 
Wall street men pulhis wealth all the way 
from $20,000,000 to $00,000,000; and many 
believe that if he lives he will be the rich- 
est man in ;thls country, if not in the 
world.

Mr. Weaver thereupon, amid great up- 


roar; left the place where he was stand- 
ing, and advanced menacingly toward 
Sparks, who, in his turn, moved towards 
Weaver, but both were immediately eur 
rounded by members, who prevented 
them from gelling to close quarters, and 
made them put on tbeir costs, which 
each was in the act of taking off as he 
advanced into the area. Of course the 
greatest confusion and disorder prevailed 
on the floor aud in the galleries, but in 
the midst of it tbe speaker took the chair 
and called upon the sergeant-at-urma to 
do bis duty.

A Winter Disease 
that Derastates 


iNorthern States.

A number of deaths have occurred 


here from pneumonia since the unsea- 
sonably cold weather toward the close 
of November. 
There will be 
many 


more durine the winter, as there always 
are, for pneumonia, generally 
called 


lung fever in the country, is one of the 
commonest and most perilous diseases 
of this latitude and climate. 
The 


number of persons of all ages and con- 
ditions who are killed by it is surpris- 
ing and alarming. 
It would seem some- 


times from reading obituaries, that all 
who do not die of kidney complaints 
die of pneumonia', which is. however, 
less prevalent in winter than in spring 
and autumn. 
But the insidious, refrac- 


tory disorder is not confined to any sea- 
son hereabout, serious and fatal cases 
occurring even iD mid-summer. 
Preva- 


lent as it is in and around New York, 
it is far less prevalent than in Boston 
and many other New England and in- 
terior towns. 
Pneumonia has three 


distinct stages, corresponding to differ- 
ent degrees of inflammation. The first 
stage is engorgement, in which the 
luug, or a portion of it, is gorged with 
blood ; it is heavier and of darker color, 
and does not crepitate or crackle, as a 
healthy lung does, when pressed be- 
tween the fingers ; the air that should 
be in the pulinonajy cells being largely 
replaced by fluid. The engorged part 
is seen, too, on cutting, to be abnormal- 
ly red, and to exude a quantity of rcd- 
d'ish frothy scrum. 
The second stage 


is red hepatization, when the lung re- 
sembles .liver, is dark-hued, co.mpact, 
friable ;. its tissue being readily broken 
by the finger, and, if cut or torn, pre- 
senting a multitude of small rounded 
granulations. 
Tho third stage is gray 


hepatization, wbicb resembles 
many of 


the characteristics of the second stagf, 
though the lung tissue is gray or yel- 
lowish, as the name indicates. 
The 


color shows itself at first in scattered 
points, which gradually coalesce. 
The 


lung is still more friable ; may be re- 
duced to a pulp, and, on cutting, yields 
a thick fluid of blood, pus and 
mucus. 


Pnenmonia may bo cured in its first and 
second stages, but whether it can bo in 
the thivJ can hardly be told, because 
there is no certain sign ol its begin- 


ig. 
Tbe existence ot ilia la.it stage 


may be guessed, however, if the face of 
the patient be extremely pale, if ihe 
expectoration be purulent, and if the 
disease has lasted long enough. It; 
duration is seldom less than seven nor 
more than 
twenty days. 
Prolonged 


exposure to cold is a frequent cause.— 
[n many cases the cause can not be 
traced. 
\Vith infants and tbe aged tbe 


disease is very apt to be fatal, but, it is 
-langerous always, especially after tbe 
first stage has boon passed. 
The suffer- 


er dies at last from suffocation, though 
he generally retains his faculties to the 
end. 
He steadily loses his strength and 


flesh, and the best treatment consists in 
supporting him and allaying such symp- 
toms as arise. 
When recovery has tak- 


en place, the lungs are often very weak 
and sensitive for a long while-, and sub- 
ject to new attacks of 
a pulmonary 


kind.

to a place of safety before the shcl 
burst." 
Alluding to the lirfct casu 


alty that occurred at Cawupore dur- i 
ing the siege of the intrenchments ' 
there in 1357, Mowbray says (The 
Stoiv of Cawupore, page 00) that 
"tuveral of us saw a "ball bounding 
toward us, and he (McGuire) evi- 
dent! v -aw it, but, like many others 
I saw fall at different times, be 
seeruf-d fascinated to the spot,'; raid 
an old and now deceased depart- 
mental friend, wlio went through 
the whole Crimean campaign assured 
ed that he was once transfixed (fas- 
cinated, he called it.) after this fash- 
ion in the presence of a shell that 
he saw issuing from Sebastopol, and 
whose every gyration in the air he 
could count. Other military friends 
have discussed the point with me in 
this same wise, and I think there is 
some allusion to it in one or other 
of the works of Larry, Guthrie, 
Ballingall, or others of that ilk.—

it is bolted out.

Tupelo, a Mississippi station oa the 
Mobile & Ohio road gives the following 
account of a horrible crime committed 
in the northern portion of Monroe 
county, Miss., last Saturday nic;ht. The 
details are as follows : Mr. Biown, a 
rising young man. raised in the neigh- 
borhood, married and built a house near 
his parents. 
His family consisted of 


his wife and one daughter two years 
old. 
Saturday night two men, giving 


the name of Metier, called and asked 
to stay all night. 
The evening being 


BO disagreeable they were permitted to 
remain, occupying a bed in the iame 
room with the family, it being the only 
one where there was a fire. 'About 11 | 
o'clock the flames from the little cot- ' 
tage attracted the neighbors, who found 
the house so far consumed that nothing 
could DC done toward saving it. It was 
the impression that the family l.ad ab- 
sented themselves for the night, but in 
the debris was found the crisp, charred 
remains of the trio 
Excited indigna- 


tion took full sway, and irwe'tigation 
developed 
the 
above. When search 


was at once made 'or the two men, it, 
was found that they bad separated, one 
going toward; Aberdeen, the other di 
rect to Tupelo 
The posse that went 


in pursuit to Aberdeen wi>s successful | 
in finding one of the men hid in a field i 
six miles from Aberdeen. 
Last night 


he was returned to thj scene when he 
told the following story: We wanted 
money, and were permitted to remain 
over night. 
We laid awake after retir- 


ing until the heavy breathing of the 
family satisfied us of their slumbers, 
when we arose, administered chloro- 
form, rifled the house of valuables, con- 
sisting of $27, a watch, suit of clothes, 
•pair of boots, then scattered cotton 
over the floor and on the bed, saturated 
it with coal oil. set it on fire and left. 
The horror-stricken crowd composed of 
25 resolute men determined the devil 
should be punished with his own weap- 
on and pinioned him with pine splinters 
artistically bound around him, dispensed 
with the chloroform and set him ablaze. 
Diligent search is being made for the 
other man, who will doubtlees share 
the same fate if caught.
